To the Right Honourable T. Spring Rice, &c. &c. &c. 

Sir, Irish Chamber, Guildhall, 21st June 1830. 

I AM directed by the Irish Society to apply for an interview witii My Lord 
Althorp, respecting the Vacancy which has occurred by the death of General 
Hart, late Governor of Culmore Fort. 

There being no Fort, and no Duties to perform, the Society are desirous ot 
discontinuing the Salary, &c. that has hitherto been paid by them to the 
Governor ofthe Fort. The Society wishing to promote the building of a Bridge 
and otherwise benefiting and improving the Province of Ulster, they leel 
satisfied that they will have the concurrence and assistance of the Government 
in any measure which may conduce to the general benefit.

In answer to the Order of the House of Commons, “ That there be 
“ laid before this House a Return of all Sums paid by the Irish Society 
“ to the Governor of Londonderry and Culmore 
The Irish Society have paid to the Governor of Culmore Fort, for tlie time 
being, the Sum of £.200 (late Irish currency) by half-yearly p^'ments, 
namely, at Michaelmas and I>ady Day, from the year 1665 to Lady Day last. 
Besides which sum, he has been allowed to occupy Thi’ee hundred Acres of 
Land adjoining the Fort, or to receive the Rents and Profits thereof during 
the same period.

King JAMES the First, by Charter, dated 29th March 161S, and 
King CHARLES the Second, by Charter, dated 10th April 1662, 
granted and confirmed to the Irish Society 

“ All that Our Castle and Fort of Culmore, otherwise Culemore, with the 
“ Appurtenances, in Our County of Donegal, within the Province of Ulster 
“ aforesaid ; and All those Lands, Tenements and Hereditaments, containing 
“ by estimation Three hundred Acres of Land, with the said Castle and Fort 
“ now or late occupied, used, or to the same belonging, or assiped or to be 
“ assigned, with the Appurtenances to the said Castle conveniently adjoining.”

Copy of a Report of the Committee of Accounts and Correspondenck 
of this day’s date (27th November 17^5) on General i?/c/i’s Letter to 
the Governor of the Society. 

“ To the Honorable the Society of the Governor and Assistants of London of 
the New Plantation in Ulster within the Realm of Ireland. 

“ We, of your Committee of Accounts and Correspondence, whose names 
are hereunto subscribed, Do hereby humbly report. That in obedience to your 
Order of reference of the 13th day of November inst. We have examined into 
the Governor of Londonderry’s Title to the Lands mentioned in General 
Robert Rich’s Letter to the Governor of this Society, dated the 11th instant, 
and find that his late Majesty King Charles the'Second, by his Letters Patent, 
bearing date 10th day of April in the 14th year of liis reign, granted to the 
Society of the Governor and Assistants, London, of the New Plantation in 
Ulster within the Realm of Ireland, arid to their Successore, the Castle and 
Fort of Culmore, in the County of Donegal, and all the Lands, containing by 
•estimation Three hundred Acres, with the said Castle and Fort, then or then late 
occupied or used, or to the same belonging or assigned or to be assigned, with 
the Appurtenances to the said Castle and Fort conveniently adjoining ; and we 
find that the said society, in and by the said Letters Patent, for themselves and 
their successors, did covenant with the Crown to keep and maintain at their 
own costs and charges in the said Castle and Fort of Culmore, one Ward of so 
many mmi well and sufficiently armed, and expert Officers, as should be neces- 
sary for the defence thereof. We further find, That the said Society having 
surrendered or agreed to surrender to the Crown certain Customs to them 
granted by the said former Letters Patent, his said Majesty was pleased by his 
Letter Patent, bearing date the 19th day of May in the 17th year of his reign, 
in consequence of the said Surrender, to release the said Covenant on the part 
of the Society, and to declare that for the future the said Society, over and 
above the repairs of the said Castle and Fort, to be charged only with the 
yearly sum of £. 200 for the Governor of the said Castle and Fort, towards 
maintaining a Garrison therein, and providing them with arms and ammunition ; 
and also with the said Three hundred Acr^ of Land, and the Profis thereof. So 
that ujK>u the whole state of the case, it appears to us that the legal estate of 
and in the said Three iuwulaed Acres of Land is properly vested in the Society, 
^ Gov^'nor of the said Castle and Fort for the time being. 
Ail which we nevertheless submit to the jiidgmeiat of this honourable Court.

COPY of a Resolution of the Court of the Irish Society, of Syth Nov. I765 

“ Resolved, That upon General Rich’s executing a Bond to the Society in 
£.500. penalty, conditioned for indemnifying them, he the said General shall 
be authorized to make use of the Society’s Name in any action or suit he shall 
be advised to bring for recovering the Lands granted to this Society, and which 
they hold in trust for the Governor of Culinore Fort.”

To Lieutenant-General George Vaughan Hart, Governor of Londonderi'y 
and Culmore Fort. 

GEORGE THE FOURTH, by the Grace of God of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland King, Defender of the Faith. To Our trusty 
and well-beloved I.ieutenant-General George Vaughan Hal t, greeting ; We, 
reposing especial trust and confidence as well in your care, diligence and 
circumspection, as in your loyalty, courage, and readiness to do Us good and 
faithful service, have nominated, constituted and appointed, and We do by 
these Presents nominate constitute and appoint you tiie said George Vaughan 
Haft to be Governor of Londonderry and Culmore Fort, in that part of 
Our United Kingdom called Ireland, in the room of General John Earl of 
Suffolk, deceased, for and daring Our pleasure ; which place you are to take 
into your charge and care as Governor thereof^ and to command and govern 
Our Forces of Horse, Foot and Dragoons, that now are or hereafter shall be 
placed therein for Our service, and the defence of that part of Our said 
United Kingdom ; and as the said Forces are hereby commanded to obey 
you as their Governor, so you are likewise to observe and follow such Orders 
and Directions as you shall from time to time receive from U.s, Our Chief 
Governor or Governors of that part of Our said United Kingdom for the time 
being ; and for so doing this shall be your sufficient Warrant. 

Given at Our Court at Carlton House, the 29th day of January 1820, in the 
first year of Our reign.
